STATE or MEW-YORK. 
In Senate, November 6, 1792. 

Ordered, That Mr. Hafbrouck, Mr. Cantine, 
Mr. Van Renflelaer and Mr. Williams, be a com- 
mittee of privileges and ele@ions. 

Mr. Jones, one of the members of the joint 
committee appointed te canvals and eitimate the 
votes taken at the Jaft ele€tion in this ftate for 
Governor, Lieutenant Governor and Senators, 
produced a proteft againit the determination of the 
major part of the {aid joint committee ; figned 
Samucl Jones, Ifaac Roofevelt and Leonard Gan- 
fevoort. 

In Senate, November 7, 1792. 

The journal ef the fenate of Yefterday being 
read, Mr. Tillotfon moved, that the entry of Mr. 
Jones’s producing a proteft againft the determins- 
tion of the major part of the joint commitice ap- 
pointed to canvafs aad eftimate the votes taken at 
the laft eleGion, be erafed from the journal, de- 
bates arofe, and Mr. Prefident haviog pot the 
queftion thereon, it was carried in the negative ia 
the manner follewing, viz. 

For the Negative.

John Livingflon, Eig. returned as a fenator 
from the Eaftern Diftritt, appeared io the fenate 
chamber ; whereupon the proteft laid before the 
fenate yeflerday was read. Thereupon, 

Ordered, That the committee of privileges and 
ele&tions examine into the faéts relative to the re- 
turn of the faid John Livingflon, as a fenator 
from the Eaftera Diftri€t, and report a ftate of the 





facts to the fenate. 
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In Seaate, November 9, 1792. 

Mr. Gelfton, one of the members of the joint 
committee appointed to canvafs and eftimate the 
votes taken at the late election in this ftate for 
Governor, Lieutenant Gowernor ani fenators, 
produced a copy ef the reafons afligned by the 
major part of the faid joint committee, as the 
ground of their decifion; figned David Gelfton, 
Thomas Tilletfon, David M*Carty, Danie! Gra- 
ham, Melanéton Smith, Jonathan N. Havens and 
Pierre Van Cortlandt, junior. 

In Senate, November 12, 1792. 

Mr. Habbrouck from the committee of privil- 
eges and electiens, parfuant to the order of the 
fenate of the 7th inftant reported, that a joint 
committee of twelve members (to wit) fix of the 
Senate and fix of the Affembly, was at the laf 
feffion ef the Legiflature appointed in the manner 
prefcribed by law, to canvafs and eltimate the 
votes for Governor, Lieutenant Governor aad fe- 
nators—T hat eleven of the faid committee met at 
the office of the Secretary of the ftate on the lafi 
Tueiday of May now patt, to difcharge the duties 
enjoined upon them; that upon fuch canvals and 
eftimate of the faid joint committee, a majority 
of them (to wit feven)did within fourteen days 
thereafter, being within the time limited by law, 
determine and declare, that John Livingfton, Efg. 
was by the greateft number of votes chofen a ie- 
nator for the Eaftern Diltri&t, and within the time 
atorefaid did make and fubfcribe with their pro- 
per names and hand writing, a certificate of fuch 
determination in the book kept for that parpofe in 
the faid Secretary's office, which judgment and 
determination of the faid major part of the {aid 
joint committee is by the fecond claufe of the Xith 
fef&tion of the ** A& for regulating elections’’ 
declared to be binding and conclofive. 

And we do further report, that the members of 
the {aid joint committee who did diflent from the 
faid judgmeot and determination did ailign fer 
fuch their diffent the reafons following: to wit, 
** We diffent from and proteft againft the deter- 
mination of the major part of she faid commitee 
refpecting the votes taken at the faid election in 
the ceauty ef Clinton.” 

«« Becaufe it appears that the fheriff of the {aid 
county, deputed a perfon by parol, to deliver the 
box containing the ballots of the faid cowaty into 
the Secretary’s office: Such deputation we deem 
to be fufficient: And as there is fatisfaftory evi- 
dence, that the box was delivered in the fame ftate 
in which it was received from the fherif, the 
vetes in eur opinion ought to be crnvafied. 

«* We alfe diffent from and proteft againft the 
determination of the major part of the faid com- 
mittee by which they declare that John Living- 
fton-was by the preateft number of votes at the 
faid ele€tion in the Eaftern Diftri& of this fate, 
chofen a fenator in the faid Eaftern Diftri&.” 

** Becavie it cannot be afcertained, whether 
John Living fon was chofen a fenator in the Eaft- 
ern Diitrict, by the greateit number of votes ia 
that Dikritt, without examining the votes taken 
in the coanty of Ciinton; there being a (uffi- 
cient number of freeholders in that county, with 
the vetes given in other parts of the Diftri€t for 
Thomas Jenkins, as a fenator, to give him a 
greater number ef votes for a fenator, than the 
number given for the faid John Livingfton.” 

And we do further report, that the faid major 
part of the faid joint committee did affign the 
greund and reafons for fuch their judgment and 
determination, in the words following, to wit. 

** A box.faid to contain the ballots of the coun- 
ty of Clinton was depofitec in the Secretary's of- 
fice by a Theodorus Platt, without any deputation 
or other authority, accompanied only’ with bis 
own affidavit, that he had received the {aid box 
from the fheruff of Clinton.” . 


The joint commictes purfuant to the law, are 
{worn to canvafs the wotes contained in the boxes 
delivered into the oiice of the Secretary of the 
ftate, by the theriffs of the feveral counties: hence 
arofe a queition, whether this was nota perjonal 
truf? which could not be legally performed by de- 
paty ; upon this point we entertained different o- 
pinions; but agreed, thatif the dilcretion of the 
committee was to be in any degree controuled by 
the direétions of the law, there appeared no room 
to doubt of the illegality of canvafling boxes 
which were not delivered by a theriff or the depu- 
ty of a theriff, the ballots contained in the box 
were therefore rejected. 

Your committee do alfo further report, that as 
far as they have been able to extend their refearch- 
es, no other facts of official authenticity are to be 
found refpe€ting the electivn of che {aid John Li- 
vingfton, er of the canvafs and eflimate of the 
votes taken at the late ciection for fenators of the 
Eaftern dittri€t. Ali which we fubmit to che de- 
termination of the fenate. Mr. Halb ouck read 
the report in his place and delivered the fame in at 
the table, where it was again read. 

Mr. Jones thereupon moved that the fenate 
would adopt the following refo'utions, viz. 

Refuive’, Tat by the coniticution of this fate, 
the fenate are judges of their own members, aod 
that this right ts not, mer canuot pe, taken away 
or abridged, by avy act of the Legidavure. 

Mr. Williams as an amendmentto Mr. Jones's 
motion, moved, that Jonn Livingiton, E‘q. re- 
turned as a fenator from tneKalltern diltridt® be ad- 
mitted totake his feat as a member of the fenate. 

Mr. Schuyler as a furtner amendment, moved, 
that the fenate would adopt the following refolu- 
tion, and Mr. Prefident having put the queftion 
thereon, it was carried in the affirmative. — [here- 
upon 
Refolved, That this fenate will on Wednefday 
next, refolve itfelf inte a committee of the whole, 
to take into confideration, the report of the com- 
mittee of privileges and elections, relative to the 
claim of John Livingfton, Efq. to a feat in this 
fenate, as a member thereaf— [hat the {aid com- 
mittee have power to fend for perfons, papers and 
records, tothe end, that a full and fair invettiga- 
tion may be made in the premifes. 

In Senate, Nov. 12, 1792. 

A memorial of John Livingitoa, Efq. of the 
town ef Livingfton, in the county of Columbia, 
claiming a feat as a member of the fenate ; and 
praying to be heard by counfe! in fuppert of fuch 
claim; was read and commitied to a committce 
of the whole, tobetaken into confideration with 
the order of the day for to-morrow, and that Mr.
